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EDITORIAL  COMMENT 


A  Former  Era  as  Seen  from  a  Photograph 

COMING  across  a  photograph  of  the  faculty  at 
Hampden-Sydney  College  of  some  50  years  ago  the 
observer  is  at  once  struck  by  the  fact  that  not  one  of 
them  is  clean  shaven.  Full  beards  predominate,  some 
have  a  moustache  with  goatee  or  imperial,  and  others  are 
satisfied  with  a  moustache.  It  is 
perfectly  true  that  either  a  beard 
or  moustache  gives  the  impression 
of  maturity.  The  fact  is,  some  of 
these  bearded  professors  shown  in 
the  photograph  were  young  men. 
One  in  particular  with  a  full  beard 
could  not  have  been  more  than  24 
years  of  age,  and  the  oldest  in  the 
group  was  probably  not  more  than 
50  or  60  at  the  time. 

It  is  perfectly  true  that  beards 
and  moustaches  were  very  much  in 
vogue  in  those  days,  and  by  no 
means  confined  to  the  teaching  pro- 
fession. No  doubt,  it  was  thought 
by  some  of  the  young  professors 
that  it  was  desirable  to  create  the 
impression  that  they  were  not 
youthful,  but  mature  men,  and  in 
this  way  inspire  more  respect  from 
their  pupils.  It  may  have  been 
thought  also  to  be  indicative  of  a 
higher  degree  of  wisdom  than  a 
beardless  face  would  suggest.  Many 
of  us  recall  the  wide  sweeping 
moustache,  drooping  at  the  corners 
of  the  mouth,  which  was  so  popular 
a  half-century  ago.  It  has  been 
said  that  the  ladies  thought  these  ornamental,  and  this 
feminine  approval  was  sufficient  to  cause  many  men  to 
cultivate   this   appendage. 

When  one  looks  at  the  photographs  of  the  present 
faculty  in  the  last  college  annual — a  faculty  at  least 
three  times  the  number  which  constituted  the  faculty  of 
50  years  ago — he  will  not  find  a  single  professor  who 
has  so  much  as  a  moustache,  and  some  of  these  pro- 
fessors have  passed  60.  It  will  be  interesting  to  know 
what  brought  about  so  marked  a  change — the  discarding 
of  beards  and  moustaches.  Probably  the  invention  of 
the  safety  razor  had  something  to  do  with  it.  Many 
who  had  hithertofore  depended  upon  the  barber,  upon 
the  advent  of  the  safety  razor  came  to  do  their  own 
shaving.    It  is,  however,  true  when  one  looks  at  the  pic- 
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tures  of  the  founders  of  our  government  he  will  perceive 
that  nearly  all  of  them  are  clean  shaven — Washington, 
Jefferson,  Madison,  Hamilton  and  Franklin,  for  example. 
The  bearded  era  came  later  and  beards  and  moustaches 
flourished  for  a  long  period.  It  may  well  be  that  they 
may  again  become  popular,  and  clean  shaven  faces  after 
holding  their  own  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century, 
give  place  to  beards  and  mous- 
taches, just  as  short  skirts  after  a 
reign  of  more  than  a  decade  have 
just  been  supplanted  by  longer  ones. 
After  a  brief  and  ineffective  resist- 
ance, the  short  yielded  to  the  long, 
and  the  "new  look"  was  accepted 
and  approved. 
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T  the  risk  of  being  charged  with 
too  much  insistence,  the  editors 
of  The  Record,  in  view  of  its  trans- 
cendent importance,  time  being  of 
the  essence,  feel  justified   in  again 
calling  attention  of  the  Alumni  and 
friends  of  the  college  to  the  cam- 
paign    for     increased     endowment. 
Less  than  six  months  now  remain 
within   which   to   raise   the  greater 
part     of    the     ^200,000.00,     which 
must  be  secured  before  the  College 
can    receive    a    second    j5ioo,ooo.oo 
from  the  General  Education  Board.   To  have  this  gener- 
ous gift  almost  within  our  grasp,    and    then    to    lose    it 
would  be  nothing  short  of  a  tragedy. 

As  pointed  out  in  the  last  issue  of  The  Record,  some  of 
the  churches  have  not  met  their  quotas.  We  cannot  but 
feel  that  they  will,  though  the  time  is  growing  short.  We 
have  heretofore  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  some  of 
the  churches  even  exceeded  their  quotas.  Certain  of  the 
Alumni  also,  besides  being  generous  in  their  contributions, 
have  given  freely  of  their  time  and  labor  in  order  that 
this  campaign  may  prove  a  success. 

Let  all  of  us  Alumni  put  our  shoulders  to  the  wheel 
and  make  every  effort  during  the  next  five  months  to 
the  end  that  this  campaign  shall  not  fail.

June,  the  Month  of  Graduates 

THE  month  of  June  as  always  has  seen  the  annual 
exodus  of  thousands  of  graduates,  young  men  and 
women,  from  classroom  and  campus.  Some  of  these  will 
be  continuing  their  education  at  universities  and  pro- 
fessional schools,  but  the  great  majority  are  through  with 
their  school  days,  and  have  taken  final  leave  of  academic 
shades,  and  gone  into  the  world  to  make  their  own  way. 
But  whether  their  life's  work  is  cast  in  the  field  of  busi- 
ness or  on  some  other  field,  or  their  studies  are  being 
continued,  they  are  stepping  out  into  a  world  full  of 
complexities  and  uncertainties.  Accepted  faiths  are  on 
trial,  diametrically  opposed  ideologies  are  in  conflict, 
and  science  has  delved  so  deeply  into  the  secrets  of  nature 
that  civilization  and  the  world  itself  sometimes  seem  to 
be  hanging  in  the  balance. 

These  graduates  through  baccalaureate  sermons  and 
commencement  addresses  have  been  the  recipients  of 
much  counsel  and  advice.  They  have  been  reminded 
of  their  responsibilities,  warned  of  pitfalls,  and  told  that 
much  depends  upon  them.  No  little  that  is  told  them 
is  well  worthwhile,  and  they  are  entitled  to  the  best 
advice  and  counsel  which  their  elders  can  give  them. 
At  the  same  time  they  deserve  great  consideration  and 
sympathy.  It  would  seem  strange  if  some  of  these  gradu- 
ates do  not  feel  a  bit  bewildered.  Youth,  however,  is 
optimistic.  It  has  confidence  and  courage,  and  is  not 
apt  to  be  weighed  down  too  heavily  by  its  responsibilities. 

In  this  host  of  graduates  will  be  found  Hampden- 
Sydney's  contribution — 52  promising  young  men.  The 
good  wishes  of  The  Record  are  extended  to  them,  and 
the  hope  expressed  that  the  uncertainties  in  which  the 
world  now  finds  itself  may  be  cleared  up,  and  the  problems 
which  face  us  may  not  prove  insoluble.  At  such  time 
youth's  faith  and  courage  should  be  a  great  asset. 

Federal  Aid  to  Education 

BILLS  are  before  Congress,  and  have  been  for  some 
years,  looking  to  Federal  aid  to  our  public  schools. 
Many  people  get  the  impression  that  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment is  a  ready  source  from  which  to  obtain  funds  to  pay 
teachers  better  salaries,  and  for  betterments  and  other 
improvements  to  our  public  schools.  They  fail  to  realize 
that  Federal  aid  means  more  centralization,  more  control, 
more  bureaucracy,  and  more  interference  from  Wash- 
ington. Such  has  been  the  almost  invariable  experience 
when  the  Federal  Government  gives  its  aid  and  for 
whatever  purpose.  It  may  at  first  exercise  but  little 
influence  and  control,  yet  one  will  find  that  increased 
appropriations  mean  increased  control  and  dictation.  If 
the  states  receive  and  continue  to  receive  Federal  aid 
for  the  public  schools  they  will  soon  find  that  they  will 
be  told  what  subjects  to  teach,  what  teachers  should  be 
employed,  the  method  of  teaching,  and  the  curriculum 
itself  prescribed.  Abolition  of  segregation  will  inevitably 
follow.  In  our  state  government,  experience  has  shown 
the  greater  the  aid  given  by  the  state,  the  greater  the 
control  exercised  by  the  state.  There  are  many  who  feel 
that  too  much  control  is  exercised  from  Richmond,  but 
many  believe  that  public  education  is  the  function  of 
the  state  and  the  state  government  being  close  to  its 
people,  in  the  main,  can  be  trusted  to  look  to  the  welfare 
of  our  schools,  consider  local  conditions  and  local  wishes. 
However,    it    is    different    when    it   comes    to    national 


support  of  our  public  schools.  Control  by  a  government 
of  48  states,  which  states  are  so  diversified  as  to  the 
character  of  their  people,  interests,  industries,  climate 
and  geography  would  cause  us  soon  to  see  how  inimical 
to  the  welfare  of  our  schools  national  control  would  be. 
Any  attempt  at  standardization  would  be  most  unfortun- 
ate and  destructive. 

There  are  those  of  us  who  get  the  idea  that  the  govern- 
ment in  Washington  is  a  generous  and  benevolent  insti- 
tution, forgetting  that  the  citizens  of  the  states  pay  far 
more  into  the  Federal  Treasury  than  they  ever  get  out. 
The  mere  fact  that  the  national  government  becomes  a 
collecting  and  disbursing  agency  of  funds  which  come 
from  the  states  should  not  permit  it  to  have  the  say  as 
to  how  the  funds  should  be  expended  when  returned  to 
them.  As  evidence  of  such  control  it  has  been  proposed 
that  these  funds  be  withheld  until  such  conditions  as  the 
Federal  Government  may  prescribe  are  fulfilled. 

So  far  as  Hampden-Sydney  and  other  institutions 
which  are  privately  owned  and  operated  are  concerned, 
they  would  not  be  affected,  but  anything  which  pertains 
to  our  public  schools  is  a  matter  of  great  importance  to 
all  who  are  interested  in  the  cause  of  education. 

Another  matter  pertaining  to  our  public  schools  has 
been  a  trend  towards  breaking  down  the  wall  separating 
church  and  state  erected  by  our  constitution.  Sometime 
ago  in  a  New  Jersey  decision  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  held  that  school  buses  belonging  to  the 
state  could  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  transporting 
Catholic  children  to  parochial  schools.  In  March  of  this 
year,  however,  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  McCollum 
vs.  Board  of  Education  of  School  District  No.  71,  Cham- 
paign, 111.,  by  a  decision  of  eight  to  one  held  that  the 
program  of  religious  instruction  conducted  on  public 
school  time  and  within  the  physical  structure  of  the 
Champaign  public  schools  was  unconstitutional  under 
the  first  and  fourteenth  amendment.  Groups  of  Catholics, 
Jews  and  some  Protestants  had  obtained  permission 
from  the  Board  of  Education  to  use  public  schools,  class- 
rooms and  other  facilities  for  religious  instruction  by 
teachers  of  their  respective  faiths,  the  cost  of  the  instruc- 
tion being  borne  by  the  several  religious  groups,  and  at 
no  expense  to  the  state. 

This  decision  should  meet  with  general  approval,  and 
would  seem  to  reverse  the  decision  in  the  New  Jersey 
bus  case.  To  many  it  may  seem  unfortunate  that  religion 
can  not  be  taught  in  the  public  schools,  but  in  the  long  run 
it  will  be  found  that  the  separation  of  church  and  state 
must  be  maintained.  Here  again  our  private  schools 
have  an  advantage  over  state-supported  institutions, 
and  if  the  governing  bodies  are  so  disposed  can  provide 
religious  instruction. 


An  Old  Man  Changes  Base 

A  letter  received  by  Dr.  Eggleston  from  Henry  Laurens 
Hopkins,  '82,  reports  that  the  writer  has  broken  up  his 
home  in  San  Antonio,  Texas,  after  the  death  of  his  wife 
in  February,  1948,  and  will  make  his  home  in  Florida 
with  a  son  in  the  future.  Mr.  Hopkins  is  a  son  of  Dr.  A.  C. 
Hopkins,  1855,  and  a  brother  of  Judge  William  B.  Hop- 
kins, 1886,  and  of  Rev.  A.  C.  Hopkins,  Jr.,  D.  D.,  1S88.  The 
family  is  good  old  sturdy  stock,  originally  of  Powhatan 
County,  \'a.,  but  later  transplanted  in  Jefferson  County, 
W.  \  a.,  where  tin-  family  was  widely  known  and  justly 
honored.

Dear  Alumnus: 

The  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-Second  session  closed  on 
the  second  of  June.  We  were  most  fortunate  in  our  com- 
mencement speakers — Dr.  James  A. 
Jones,  of  Charlotte,  North  Carolina, 
and  Dr.  Theodore  Adams,  of  Rich- 
mond, \  irginia.  The  attendance  was 
the  largest  in  years,  the  weather 
perfect,  and  the  luncheon,  served  on 
the  grounds  to  about  500  friends  and 
guests,  delightful. 

For  the  past  three  weeks  con- 
siderable work  has  been  done  on  the 
lower  athletic  field.  It  is  the  feeling 
of  all  that  one  long  step  in  the  right 
direction  has  been  taken.  The  effort 
now  is  to  produce  a  good  sod  as  early 
as  possible. 

The  enrollment  for  next  session  has  reached  the  place 
where  onh^  a  few  can  even  be  considered.  Last  session 
454  men  attended.  Fortunately,  at  no  time  were  there 
more  than  444  actually  in  college.  Such  an  enrollment 
places  a  heavy  load,  especially  on  the  Science  Depart- 
ment, the  boarding  facilities,  and  the  dormitory  space. 
In  reality,  anything  above  400  is  beyond  our  present 
capacity. 

The  lack  of  a  new  library  and  the  inadequacy  of  the 
old  auditorium  continue  to  be  our  severest  material 
handicaps.  However,  as  long  as  the  cost  of  building 
remains  at  the  present  level,  the  College  has  not  the 
sort  of  money  necessary  to  undertake  new  building.  It 
is  my  hope  that  we  can  do  enough  work  on  the  old  library 
to  tide  over. 

There  has  not  been  much  change  in  the  figures  on 
Synod's  campaign  since  I  last  wrote.  Today  we  have 
on  the  second  ?  100,000.00  the  following  amounts:  In 
cash,  ^152,000;  in  pledges,  $58,000.  Every  effort  must 
and  will  go  on  to  raise  the  required  sum  by  December  31, 
of  this  year.  Warren  White  and  Clarence  Robertson  are 
hard  at  it  and  they  continue  to  do  a  noble  task.  I  still 
hope  that  the  suggestion  made  in  my  last  letter  will  help. 
It  was  that  we  seek  through  the  next  fund  to  raise  $100,000. 
Having  reached  this  year  the  splendid  sum  of  $44,026.24, 
only  a  comparatively  few  gifts  of  substantial  size  would 
accomplish  this  result. 

As  time  passes,  nothing  is  clearer  than  the  absolute 
necessity  of  increased  revenue.  Education  is  a  costly 
business.  Hampden-Sydney  with  a  limited  income  has 
indeed  accomplished  much,  but  this  condition  can  no 
longer  meet  the  demands  of  the  present.  Not  only  the 
prestige  of  the  College  but  also  its  life  as  well,  make 
larger  financial  returns  essential.  As  great  as  the  oppor- 
tunity of  the  moment  is,  it  cannot  be  made  the  most 
of  unless  there  is  sufficient  equipment  in  material  and  men. 

To  all  of  those  who  made  possible  the  excellent  result 
of  this  year's  Fund,  the  College  expresses  its  profound 
appreciation.  The  leadership  of  Warren  White  is  un- 
surpassed. 

Robert  C.  Carden,  Jr.,  was  recently  elected  president 
of  the  General  Alumni  Association.     He  is  now  in   the 


throes  of  starting  a  new  business — The  Potomac  Supply 
Cotnpauy.  "Bob"  has  just  been  placed  in  "Who's  Who;" 
so  no  further  word  of  praise  is  needed. 

We  are  all  indebted  to  William  R.  Gardner,  Jr.,  the 
retiring  president,  for  two  terms.  He  has  given  time 
and  thought  to  the  task  and  has  accomplished  real 
results.  Alumni  of  this  sort  are  a  constant  encourage- 
ment to  the  College.

"Facilis  Descensus  Averni" 

At  the  recent  Commencement  a  few  old  friends  found 
their  way  down  into  the  depths  of  "Black  Bottom,"  the 
West  End  of  Hampden-Sydney.  Among  these  was  Mr. 
Hunter  J.  Phlegar,  '06,  lawyer  of  Christiansburg,  who 
has  been  a  friend,  tried  and  true,  since  the  late  afternoon 
in  1900,  when  the  Norfolk  and  Western  train  put  him 
down  at  the  station  at  Boyce,  Va.,  on  his  way  to  Clay 
Hill  Academy  in  the  County  of  Clarke.  For  him  the 
descent  into  "Black  Bottom"  is  easy,  made  familiar  by 
use  whenever   he  visits  Hampden-Sydney. 

Rev.  Graham  Gordon  Lacy,  '23,  too,  made  the  descent. 
Late  chaplain  in  the  U.  S.  N.  R.  with  rank  of  lieutenant 
commander,  he  is  now  pastor  of  the  church  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  founded  by  Dr.  A.  W.  Pitzer,  Class  of 
1854.  Accompanied  by  his  wife  (nee  Adams),  he  was  at 
Hampden-Sydney  to  receive  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity  from  his  Alma  Mater,  leaving  the  two  children, 
Margaret  and  Graham,  Jr.,  at  home. 

William  Randall  Johnson,  '24,  colonel  in  the  LJ.  S. 
Air  Corps,  drove  down  in  a  new  car,  on  his  way  from 
Long  Island  to  visit  his  mother  in  Hampton,  Va.  He 
had  with  him  his  wife  and  tall  son — the  latter  a  student 
at  the  father's  college. 

James  R.  Sydnor,  '33,  also  came.  He  is  the  youngest 
son  of  the  late  Rev.  G.  G.  Sydnor,  D.  D.,  Class  of  1887, 
and  the  tallest  of  them  all.  He  tried  to  explain  some 
mysteries  of  music  to  his  old  teacher  here.  In  this  effort 
he  was  not  very  successful  in  spite  of  his  many  degrees — 
A.  B.,  B.  M.,  M.  M.  and  D.  M.  But  he  is  a  gifted  and 
\-alued  instructor,  head  of  the  Department  of  Sacred 
Music  at  the  General  Assembly's  Training  School  in 
Richmond.  He  was  awarded  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Sacred  A4usic  by  Union  Seminary,  New  '\'ork,  in  June, 
1948.  His  subject  of  thesis  was  on  Choral  Technique  for 
the  Church  Musician. 

Another  alumnus  who  ventured  into  "Black  Bottom" 
was  Dr.  W.  T.  Bondurant,  '18,  native  of  Prince  Edward 
but  long  a  useful  and  honored  citizen  of  the  great  state 
above  whose  capitol  waves  "the  bonny  blue  flag  which 
carries  a  single  star."  There  he  is  principal  of  two  well- 
known  institutions — the  Texas  Military  Institute  and 
the  San  Antonio  Ciranimar  School.  He  was  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  in  June  to  receive  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Litera- 
ture from  the  College  of  his  },(iuth  and  of  many  of  his 
kindred. 
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An  Old  Manse  and  Other  Sermons 


This  is  the  title  of  a  volume  by  Rev.  Henry  Tucker 
Graham,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  recently  issued  from  The  His- 
torical   Publication    Society   of   Philadelphia,    Pa. 

The  collection  of  15  sermons  contains  the  cream  of  a 
ministry  of  57  years.  The  first  sermon  gives  the  name 
to  the  volume  and  is  a  strong  and  vivid  description  of 
the  author's  childhood  home  in  Winchester,  \"a.  The 
volume  is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  his  father  and 
mother  from  whom  the  children  of  the  manse  learned 
the  beauty  and  power  of  the  Christian  life.  The  language 
of  this  sermon  is  beautiful;  the  picture  as  drawn  is  true 
to  life;  the  lessons  taught  are  helpful. 

As  is  true  of  Dr.  Graham's  sermons  always,  the  state- 
ments are  supported  by  words  of  the  Bible  itself,  and 
rarely  does  he  depart  from  his  fixed  habit  of  proving 
his  points  by  appropriate  verses  from  Holy  Writ.  Of 
course,  no  adequate  notion  of  the  scope  and  beauty  of 
these  sermons  can  be  given  in  the  brief  space  at  our 
command;  a  sentence  or  two  must  faintly  suggest  the 
line  of  thought,  though  thus  charm  and  power  are  lost. 

In  Sermon  \l  Christian  peace  is  explained  and  the 
method  of  obtaining  it  is  clearly  set  forth.  In  the  midst 
of  toil  and  trouble,  the  Author  of  Peace  freely  gives  the 
invitation:     "Come  unto  me  and  I  will  give  you  rest." 

Of  Paul's  visit  to  Athens,  the  learned  Doctor  draws  a 
graphic  and  vivid  picture,  giving  free  reign  to  his  powers 
of  description  of  place  and  time  and  to  his  feelings  of 
admiration  for  the  great  apostle  to  the  gentiles. 

The  story  of  "The  Changeless  Christ" — child,  youth, 
man,  Savior  of  the  world — is  told  in  the  best  manner 
of  the  biographer.  We  see  as  if  in  reality  the  little  boy 
led  by  his  mother  to  the  Fountain  of  the  Virgin,  the 
marvelous  youth  among  the  Doctors  in  the  Temple,  in 
the  carpenter's  shop  earning  his  daily  bread  by  the 
sweat  of  his  brow,  and  the  mature  man  going  about 
doing  good  to  stricken  bodies  and  to  sin-sick  souls;  the 
same  yesterday,  today  and  forever. 

For  the  Resurrection  of  Christ,  we  have:  (i )  Presump- 
tion of  its  truth;  (2)  proof  of  its  truth — close  reasoning 
and  conclusive,  if  promises  be  granted ;  (3)  further  evidence 
is  adduced  from  the  change  of  the  Sabbath,  as  the  dav 
of  rest,  from  the  seventh  to  the  first  day  of  the  week. 

The  sufferings  of  the  saints  do  not  indicate  that  God 
is  indiflterent;  nor  yet  that  He  has  forgotten  and  for- 
saken them.  Trials  are  disciplinary  in  their  nature  and 
in  their  purpose,  and  are  intended  to  make  us  meet  for 
the  inheritance  of  the  saints  in  light.  "The  sufferings  of 
this  present  time  are  not  worthy  to  be  compared  with 
the  glory  that  shall  be  revealed  in  us." 

The  safety  of  the  Believer  is  assured  because  he  is 
kept  by  the  power  of  God,  not  by  his  own  strength. 
Again  as  always  the  good  pastor  drives  home  with  the 
hand  of  a  master  the  truth  of  his  text,  and  to  the  care- 
worn and  faint  of  heart  he  brings  comfort  and  assurance 
of  help;  "As  the  mountains  are  round  about  Jerusalem, 
so  the  Lord  is  round  about  His  people." 


The  charges  against  Pontius  Pilate  in  the  sermon, 
"The  Hand-Washing  Judge,"  are  clearly  stated,  his 
cowardice  and  littleness  are  justly  censured.  The  solemn 
lesson  of  the  conclusion  is  timely:  "At  the  judgment 
bar  of  Christ  we  must  give  account  of  our  failures  to  do 
the  right  not  less  than  for  our  wrong-doing." 

In  a  true  description  of  leprosy,  the  resemblance  to 
sin  is  shown.  Incurable  by  human  aid,  these  diseases 
attack  high  and  low  alike.  Naaman,  the  leper,  and  the 
sinner  must  both  realize  their  unworthiness  and  rely  upon 
divine  aid  alone.    Each  must  obey  if  he  is  to  be  healed. 

Nothing  can  be  offered  in  exchange  for  a  soul.  Things 
that  are  seen  and  temporal  too  often  overshadow  the 
things  that  are  unseen  and  eternal.  Though  a  thing  of 
supreme  value,  the  soul  has  been  scarred  and  marred  by 
sin  and  the  priceless  thing  is  lost.  What  shall  a  man 
give  or  get  in  exchange  for  it?  Men  have  given  many 
answers  and  have  tried  many  things;  but  they  have 
neglected  the  one  thing  needful. 

In  his  exposition  of  the  23d  Psalm,  the  preacher  thinks 
three  great  truths  are  taught:  the  shepherd's  protection 
of  the  flock,  his  provision  for  the  flock,  his  comradeship 
with  the  flock.  The  shepherd  leads;  the  sheep  follow — 
the  best  way  to  manage  sheep  of  the  Presbyterian  breed. 

In  the  discussion  of  Joseph,  the  Prime  Minister,  the 
theme  is  God's  method  in  the  making  of  a  man.  Joseph's 
character  was  moulded  and  tested  by:  (l)  Adversity; 
(2)  prosperit}-;  (3")  by  a  test  of  his  virtue.  He  stood  firm. 
He  was  further  tested  as  to  his  spirit  of  vengeance.  He 
passed  this  test  well,  also;  he  breathed  generous  forgive- 
ness to  those  by  whom  he  had  been  greatly  wronged. 

The  text  "I  shall  be  satisfied,"  leads  to  the  statements: 
Money  does  not  bring  satisfaction;  pleasure  will  not 
give  it;  political  power  and  success  will  not  produce  it. 
True  and  lasting  satisfaction  is  possible  only  for  the 
believer,  and  for  him  it  lies  along  the  path  of  faith  and 
obedience  and  loving  service.  Then  he  is  satisfied  when 
he  awakes  in  Christ's  likeness. 

When  Paul  said,  "The  time  of  my  departure  is  at 
hand,"  he  meant  that  his  work  was  done,  he  had  finished 
his  course;  he  had  kept  the  faith,  henceforth  there  was 
laid  up  for  him  a  crown  of  righteousness. 

The  above  outline  is  not  even  a  skeleton  of  the  printed 
volume,  though  the  dry  bones  have  rattled  over  much. 
In  the  full  form,  the  addresses  are  filled  with  appropriate 
stanzas  of  hymns  and  poems  and  are  illustrated  by 
fitting  anecdotes  of  personal  experience  and  historic 
events.  At  this  Dr.  Graham  is  gifted  by  nature  and 
trained  by  practice. 

For  proper  appreciation  all  his  friends  should  get  a 
copy  of  the  volume  from  the  author  or  the  publisher. 
By  so  doing  each  one  will  realize  what  the  late  Dr.  W.  W^ 
\Ioore  meant  when  he  said  a  piece  of  literature  was  like 
"a  handful  of  pearls  in  a  goblet  of  emerald."

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Report  of  Wm.  R.  Gardner,  President 
General  Alumni  Association 

As  in  the  year  1946-47,  the  past  year  has  been  one 
during  which  the  attention  of  all  Alumni  has  been  focused 
upon  the  effort  to  raise  funds  necessary  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  College  and  an  increase  in  its  endowment, 
with  qualification  for  the  additional  gift  offered  under 
certain  conditions  by  the  General  Education  Board  as 
a  goal. 

There  are  two  men  who  have  been  doing  the  greater 
part  of  the  work  which  has  resulted  in  the  gifts  received 
to  date.  Without  the  inspiring  leadership  and  the  limit- 
less energy  of  our  beloved  President  Gammon,  just 
where  would  we  be  today?  Not  only  has  he  obtained 
funds,  but  he  has  gained  friends — personally  and  for 
Hampden-Sydney.  If  hard  work,  initiative,  imagination, 
enthusiasm,  perseverance  and  persistence  are  the  qualities 
which  are  needed  in  order  to  achieve  the  goal,  there  is 
no  doubt  as  to  success.  All  agree  that  the  Alumni  Fund 
has  been  of  inestimable  benefit  to  the  College,  the  last 
campaign  having  produced  over  ^43,000 — an  amount 
almost  equivalent  to  3%  on  one  and  a  half  million  dollars. 
During  the  past  two  years  the  Fund  chairman  has  been 
Dr.  J.  Warren  White,  of  Norfolk.  It  would  be  most 
fortunate  if  every  Alumnus  could  talk  personally  with 
Dr.  White  in  order  to  receive  from  him  some  of  the 
enthusiasm  for  Hampden-Sydney  which  burns  within 
this  distinguished  physician.  He  has  gone  out  to  people, 
Presbyterians  and  others,  and  convinced  them  of  the 
opportunity  for  investment  which  exists  in  Hampden- 
Sydney.  He  believes  that  people  recognize  the  value  of 
Christian  education,  and  if  asked  to  do  so  will  contribute 
their  material  goods  for  its  promotion.  Two  other 
prominent  Virginia  institutions  are  conducting  campaign 
funds,  and  neither  of  them  offers  Christian  education, 
which  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  greatest  needs  of  the 
world  today.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  Dr.  White  will 
again  head  the  Alumni  Fund  Campaign. 

Dr.  Gammon  will,  in  his  report,  inform  us  as  to  the 
present  status  of  the  drive  for  funds.  It  is  squarely  up  to 
us  as  an  Association  to  back  him  and  all  concerned,  in 
an  effort  to  qualify  for  the  extra  gift  which  is  so  greatly 
needed.  Hampden-Sydne)-  can  use  every  dollar,  and 
even  if  we  do  not  receive  the  General  Education  Board 
gift,  money  raised  in  an  effort  to  qualify  for  it  will  add 
greatly  to  the  strength  of  the  College. 

Local  chapters  are  in  existence  in  most  localities  where 
we  have  an  appreciable  number  of  Alumni.  Meetings 
have  been  held  by  practically  all  of  these  groups  during 
the  past  year.  Washington  has  not  been  active  for 
several  years,  so  the  two  residents  of  that  city  who  have 
been  honored  by  the  College  today  have  a  job  to  do. 
Members  of  local  chapters  can  no  doubt  do  very  effec- 
tive work  in  the  form  of  personal  contact  to  supplement 
the  work  of  the  Alumni  Fund  class  managers  when  that 
campaign  once  again  gets  under  way.  Every  dollar  given 
to  the  Fund  counts  toward  qualifying  for  the  General 
Education  Board's  additional  gift. 

Your  Executive  Committee  has  met  twice  since  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Association.  Matters  of  interest  and 
benefit  have  been  discussed.  It  is  hoped  that  by  next 
\-ear  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Henry  Bittinger  as  to  class 
reunions  will  become  a  reality.  Some  years  ago  the  Dix 
Plan  for  scheduling  reunions  was  adopted.  Mr.  Bittinger 
has  suggested  that  an  effort  be  made  to  have  the  members 


of  classes  scheduled  for  reunions,  as  well  as  any  other 
Alumni,  attend  more  than  one  day  of  Commencement. 
Special  rooms  would  be  prepared  in  the  dormitories,  with 
overnight  accommodations  thus  made  available.  Visits 
of  this  sort  to  the  Hill  would  do  much  to  increase  Alumni 
interest. 

In  the  past,  more  Alumni  have  attended  Home-Coming 
in  the  fall  than  have  come  for  Commencement.  Both 
are  pleasant  occasions  and  it  is  suggested  that  the  pro- 
gram of  activities  for  Home-Coming  Day  receive  in- 
creased attention  in  the  future.  Students  and  Alumni 
representatives  could  cooperate  in  an  effort  to  arrange 
a  program  designed  to  make  this  an  even  more  worth- 
while occasion.  A  really  attractive  part  of  this  event 
is  attendance  of  members  of  the  families  of  Alumni. 
Emphasis  upon  the  "Family"  aspect  of  Home-Coming 
would   bring   most  worth-while   results. 

Your    outgoing    president    takes    this    opportunity    to 
thank    Dr.    Gammon,    our    efficient    secretary    and  our 
treasurer,  as  well  as  all  officers  and  committee  members, 
for  their  interest  and  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

Distinguished  Lecturers 

The  College  and  community  have  enjoyed  the  lectures 
of  three  distinguished  visitors  this  spring.  Dr.  Ralph 
Barton  Perry  of  Harvard  L^niversity  lectured  April  26 
on  "The  Implications  of  the  Marshall  Plan,"  and  on  the 
27th,  "The  American  Cast  of  Mind."  On  May  12, 
Dr.  Otto  Loewi  (Nobel  Prize,  1936),  research  professor. 
New  York  University,  lectured  on  "The  Mechanism  of 
Transmission  in  Nerves."  These  two  gentlemen  were 
lecturing  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Richmond  Uni- 
versity Center  of  which  Hampden-Sydney  is  a  part. 
Then  on  May  18,  the  Hill  enjoyed  a  visit  from  Dr.  Daniel 
Gardner  and  his  daughter.  Miss  Virginia  Gardner.  Dr. 
Gardner  who  is  a  chemist  and  metallurgist  of  international 
distinction,  is  a  grandson  of  Dr.  Daniel  Pereira  Gardner, 
Professor  of  Chemistry  and  Natural  Philosophy  in  1839. 
Dr.  Gardner's  lecture  was  on  Dr.  John  William  Draper, 
his  godfather.  Following  the  lecture,  Miss  Virginia 
Gardner  entertained  with  her  Spanish  guitar  and  her 
songs  in  Spanish. 

After  Thirty-Four  Years 

Colonel  O.  Y.  Warren,  Class  of  191 7,  a  veteran  of  both 
World  Wars,  came  down  from  New  York  to  Commence- 
ment this  year,  his  first  in  thirty-four  years.  The  pleasure 
of  his  visit  was  greatly  enhanced  by  his  having  with  him 
his  gracious  wife  and  talented  daughter.

W.  L.  Foley,  M.  C.  Bowling,  W.  T.  Carrington  and 
R.  W.  Dupuy,  friends  of  his  college  days.  The  only 
facultv  member  remaining  after  thirty-four  years  was 
Dr.  J.'  H.  C.  Winston. 
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Rev.  William  Henry  Tappey  Squires 

Rev.  William  Henry  Tappey  Squires 
A.B.,  M.A.,  B.D.,  D.D. 

Dr.  Squires  was  born  in  Petersburg,  Va.,  April  14,  1875, 
son  of  the  late  General  Charles  N.  Squires  and  Mrs. 
Emily  Elizabeth  Tappey  Squires.  He  was  prepared  for 
college  at  Captain  A'IcCabe's  famous  university  school  in 
Petersburg,  graduated  at  Hampden-Sydney  College  in 
the  Class  of  1895,  received  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts 
from  King  College  in  1897,  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Divinity  from  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond 
in  1901,  was  awarded  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity 
from  Hampden-Sydney  in  1916,  and  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Literature  from  King  College  in  1930.  He  was  pastor 
of  the  Central  Presbyterian  Church,  Bristol,  Va.,  1901- 
1909;  then  was  pastor  of  the  Knox  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Norfolk,  Va.,  and  for  twenty  years  was  its  efficient 
leader  until  ill  health  forced  him  to  resign.  In  1930,  he 
took  over  the  work  as  pastor  of  the  Ligleside  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Norfolk  and  served  there  until  his  death, 
caused  by  a  heart  attack,  on  April  20,  1948.  On  April  26, 
1905,  Dr.  Squires  married  Miss  Anna  Sarah  Hull,  of 
Marion,  Va.,  who  with  three  sons  (D.  D.,  G.  B.  and 
W.  H.  T.  Squires,  Jr.)  survives  the  good  husband  and 
father. 

Dr.  Squires  was  the  recipient  of  many  honors.  He 
received  the  Bi-Centennial  Washington  Medal  of  the 
Society  of  the  Cincinnati;  the  Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan 
Medallion  from  the  Southern  Society  of  New  York;  the 
Cosmopolitan  Club's  "First  Citizen"  Medal  for  1939  "for 
distinguished  and  long-continued  service,  thus  stimulating 
our  people  to  increased  achievement  through  the  years." 
In  addition  to  his  pastoral  duties.  Dr.  Squires  was  called 
to  many  positions  because  of  his  manifold  interests  and 
his  unusual  capacity  for  service.  He  was  chaplain  of 
the  Pickett-Buchanan  Camp  in  1933;  State  Historian 
of   this   organization    in    1935;   he   was   historian   of   the 


National  Society  of  the  Sons  of  Confederate  \'eterans, 
and  was  chaplain,  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant-colonel, 
of  the  United  Confederate  Veterans  of  the  Army  of 
Northern  Virginia  in  1937;  was  State  Historian  of  Sons 
of  the  American  Revolution,  1929-1941,  and  National 
Historian  General,  1939-40.  Besides,  he  was  charter 
member  and  officer  of  many  useful  local  organizations. 
In  addition  to  all  these  calls  upon  his  time  and  strength, 
he  was  author  of  many  books  and  of  numerous  articles  on 
religious  and  historical  subjects.  An  editorial  in  a  Norfolk 
paper  says  in  part:  "The  many  honors  and  distinctions 
conferred  on  him  indicate  only  in  part  the  scope  of  his 
activities  and  interests.  They  fall  short  of  marking 
the  most  abiding  of  all  his  interests — his  love  of  his 
fellowmen.  It  expressed  itself  in  many  ways — in  an  instinc- 
tive kindness  and  compassion  for  those  in  distress,  in 
an  all-enfolding  charity,  in  a  ready  and  kindling  partici- 
pation in  all  communal  enterprises  directed  to  welfare 
of  the  city  and  its  people."  His  was  a  beautiful  life,  a 
life  lived  for  his  God  and  his  fellowman,  a  life  of  indefati- 
gable toil,  a  life  lived  on  a  high  plane  of  intellectual  and 
spiritual  endeavor.  Hampden-Sydney  College  has  lost 
an  honored  and  useful  son,  an  interested  and  helpful 
trustee  from  June,  1916  to  the  end  of  his  life. 


Sandy  River  Church  now  in 
Prince  Edward 

The  Farmville  Herald  of  June  11,  1948,  of  which  our 
friend,  Mr.  J.  Barrye  Wall,  "19,  is  owner  and  editor, 
contained  an  interesting  and  valuable  article  by  Professor 
H.  C.  Bradshaw,  '30,  in  which  the  history  of  Sandy 
River  church  is  outlined  with  meticulous  care.  It  is 
the  only  Colonial  building  of  any  sort  now  standing  in 
Prince  Edward  County.  Mr.  Bradshaw  shows  that 
Sandy  River  Chapel  was  established  between  1735  and 
1744  for  the  convenience  of  settlers  on  the  frontier.  He 
traces  the  subsequent  history  in  careful  fashion  and  at 
great  length,  naming  many  preachers,  officers  and  mem- 
bers, and  stating  the  ecclesiastical  changes.  The  conclu- 
sion of  the  article  says:  "To  summarize  a  long  history, 
we  can  divide  Sandy  River's  past  into  four  sections:  A 
chapel  in  the  wilderness;  a  church  of  the  Establishment; 
a  free  house  of  worship,  and  a  Baptist  meetinghouse."

Commencement  of  the  I72d  session  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College  began  with  the  preaching  of  the  baccalaureate 
sermon  in  College  Church,  Sunday  morning,  May  31. 
The  speaker  was  Dr.  James  A.  Jones,  pastor  of  the  Myers 
Park  Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte,  N.  C.  Dr.  Jones 
based  his  remarks  on  the  17th  chapter  of  First  Samuel. 
Illustrating  his  points  with  the  well-known  story  of  David 
and  Goliath,  Dr.  Jones  pointed  out  to  the  graduates  that 
life  is  really  a  matter  of  doing  something  with  the  Goliaths 
along  the  journey.  But  he  cautioned  that  before  one 
met  Goliath  he  must  overcome  lesser  opponents.  "Too 
many  people,"  he  said,  "try  to  slay  a  Goliath  who  have 
never  slain  a  bear."  He  showed  that  a  successful  life 
is  a  record  of  small  accomplishments  faithfully  performed. 
And  to  gain  the  moral  strength  to  do  what  is  right,  one 
must  have  a  worthy  ambition  that  is  God-centered  as 
was  true  in  the  case  of  David  who  met  Goliath  on  the 
basis  "that  all  may  know  there  is  a  God  in  Israel."  The 
speaker  further  affirmed  that  a  holy  alliance  is  necessary 
for  victorious  living.  David  was  sure  of  his  ally:  "I 
come  to  thee  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  God  of  Israel." 
Then  Dr.  Jones  showed  that  victory  was  a  matter  of 
enthusiastic  aggressiveness.  "David  ran  to  meet  Goliath. 
.  .  .  Life's  success  depends  upon  those  who  can  take  the 
initiative.  And  remember  that  Christ  took  the  initiative 
for  us  and  stands  by  us  today.  With  Him  as  our  ally 
we  can  be  more  than  conquerors." 

Monday  evening  the  annual  Music  Hour  was  enjoyed 
by  a  large  audience  in  College  Church.  The  visiting 
artist  was  Helen  Smith  Walker,  mezzo-soprano  of  Rich- 
mond. 

Graduating  Exercises  were  held  in  College  Church  at 
11:00  a.  m.,  Tuesday,  June  I.  The  Commencement 
address  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Theodore  F.  Adams, 
D.  D.,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Richmond, 
Va.  His  subject  was  "Life  in  the  Atomic  Age."  With 
apt  illustration  and  forceful  portrayal,  Dr.  Adams  told 
the  graduating  class  that  new  power  should  bring  new 
insight  into  the  power  of  God  and  new  conceptions  of 
the  necessity  for  fellowship  among  all  people.  He  de- 
clared that  faith  in  one's  self  and  cultivation  of  the 
spirit  of  humility  are  essentials  for  this  new  era.  He 
showed  that  the  times  demand  the  highest  type  of  leader- 
ship, consecrated  to  the  highest  ideals.  Graphically  the 
orator  portrayed  the  results  of  unworthy  leadership  as 
exemplified  by  Hitler  and  Mussolini.  In  contrast  he 
set  forth  the  ideals  of  those  devoted  to  the  highest  wel- 
fare of  their  own  people  and  the  peoples  of  the  world. 
His  closing  word  of  assurance  to  the  graduates  was! 
"He  who  has  given  us  power  will  teach  us  to  use  it 
aright."

The  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Divinity  upon  the  Rev.  Alexander  J.  McKelway, 
chief  chaplain  of  the  Veterans'  Administration,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  and  upon  the  Rev.  Graham  G.  Lacy, 
pastor  of  the  Central  Presbyterian  Church,  Washington,

Dr.  Brown's  son, 
a  doctor  of  medicine,  is  now  working  in  the  big  Presby- 
terian Mission  Christian  Hospital  there. 

Rev.  Lewis  Holladay  Lancaster,  '09,  who  once  occupied 
thechairof  Philosophy  in  Hampden-Sydney  College,  for  the 
past  year  has  been  chairman  of  the  survey  commission — 
an  office  that  carries  him  up  and  down  the  Grand  Canal 
and  brings  him  in  touch  with  all  our  workers — has  just 
been  elected  Field  Secretary  of  our  China  Mission.  This 
office  carries  with  it  more  authority  and  influence  than 
any  other  in  the  gift  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Mission 
in  China. 

Rev.  Paul  J.  Coblentz,  '42,  late  pastor  of  the  Glenville, 
W.  Va.,  Presbyterian  Church,  has  written  from  Sherman, 
Tex.,  that  he  and  his  wife  are  about  to  take  up  missionary 
work  in  Brazil,  and  hope  to  sail  from  New  Orleans  some- 
time in  January  1948.  His  address  will  be:  Caixa  36, 
Uberlandia,  Ede  Minas,  Brazil.  He  takes  the  position  of 
Rev.  Francis  Sidney  Anderson,  Jr.,  whose  wife's  health 
forced  them  to  return  to  the  U.  S. 
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Mr.  Watkins  in  His  Office 


Mr.  Richard  H.  Watkins  has  Retired 

This  brilliant  man  and  useful  school  administrator  has 
retired  after  more  than  a  half-century  of  successful  serv- 
ice to  the  youth  of  the  South. 

He  received  his  A.  B.  Degree  from  Hampden-Sydney 
College  in  1895;  taught  for  two  years  in  Surry  County, 
Va.,  and  for  two  years  was  superintendent  of  a  male 
academy  in  Warrenton,  N.  C.  Then  he  took  graduate 
work  at  Johns  Hopkins  University,  and  taught  mathe- 
matics in  King  College,  Va.,  and  until  1907  he  was 
superintendent  of  the  city  schools  of  Bristol,  Tenn. 
Then  he  went  to  Laurel,  Miss.,  as  superintendent  of  the 
schools  of  that  city,  a  position  which  he  has  held  for  41 
years  with  credit  to  himself  and  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  people. 

Mr.  Watkins  has  seen  the  two  great  aims  of  his  career 
accomplished:  The  salaries  of  teachers  have  been  made 
more  nearly  commensurate  with  their  training  and 
abilities;  and  the  city  has  arranged  for  the  improvement 
and  expansion  of  the  school  buildings  and  facilities.  When 
he  came  to  Laurel  there  were  fewer  than  1,000  pupils 
enrolled  in  the  schools  of  the  city.  Now  there  are  about 
5,000  pupils,  and  the  quality  of  the  work  done  in  Laurel 
ranks  as  high  as  that  of  any  schools  in  the  L^nited  States. 

This  has  been  accomplished  largely  because  Mr. 
Watkins  is  the  man  he  is.  He  had  a  standard  and  method 
to  which  he  adhered.  He,  himself,  has  outlined  his  pro- 
gramme thus:  "The  law  that  places  the  teacher  in  loco 
parentis  states  the  most  profound  principle  of  education. 
Training  for  citizenship  is,  of  course,  the  chief  function 
of  education.  School  is  more  than  preparation  for  life, 
it  is  life.  Self-direction,  self-control,  self-government  are 
the  ends  sought  in  a  community-controlled  school." 
These  principles  he  has  sought  to  inculcate  and  exemplif}' 
throughout  his  life  as  teacher,  and  he  has  succeeded. 
An   editorial   in   the   Laurel  Leader-Call  asserts   this   as 


follows:  "Whatever  is  good  in  Laurel  is  attributable  to 
her  superintendent  of  forty  )ears  and  the  associates 
whom  he  has  assembled  through  the  years."  He  has 
succeeded,  too,  because  he  has  the  rare  and  essential 
gift  of  being  able  to  inspire  in  pupils  the  belief  that  he 
is  their  friend  and  helper,  and  thus  he  has  had  the  power, 
like  St.  Hilda  of  old,  to  change  mollusks  into  things  of 
beauty  and  geese  into  swans;  and  his  boundless  enthu- 
siasm and  infectious  optimism  have  enabled  him  to 
mould  the  opinions  of  the  community  into  agreement 
with  his  own. 

He  has  resigned  his  position  as  superintendent;  but  he 
has  assumed  a  less  exacting  office  and  his  leadership  will 
still  be  available  in  local  educational  circles.

This  is  the  motto  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Bessemer,  Ala.  This  church  has  celebrated  its  sixtieth 
anniversary,  April  ii-April  18,  1948,  and  has  published 
an  elaborate  historical  outline  of  the  church's  life. 

Organized  April  9,  1888,  it  has  increased  in  wealth  and 
membership  through  the  years  and  is  now  developing  a 
building  programme  with  a  hope  of  "lengthening  its 
cords  and  strengthening  its  stakes."  The  second  pastor 
of  the  church  was  Rev.  Edward  Marshall  Craig,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Class  of  1890  of  Hampden-Sydney  College; 
its  third  pastor.  Rev.  R.  C.  Gilmore,  received  the  Degree 
of  Doctor  of  Divinity  from  Hampden-Sydney  in  1922; 
the  present  pastor  is  Rev.  H.  H.  Bryan,  1925,  son  of 
Birmingham's  saintly  pastor,  J.  A.  Bryan,  D.  D.,  and 
until  1941  missionary  in  Japan. 
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Annual  Meeting  General  Alumni 
Association 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  General  Alumni  Associa- 
tion was  held  at  2:00  p.  m.,  Tuesday,  June  i,  1948,  in 
Bagby  Hall.  William  R.  Gardner,  president,  presided. 
The  invocation  was  given  by  Dr.  F.  M.  Allen,  '94,  of 
Richmond,  Va.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were 
read  and  adopted.  President  Gardner  read  his  report 
(printed  elsewhere)  and  Treasurer  P.  Tulane  Atkinson 
gave  his  report  (printed  elsewhere)  of  the  y\lumni  Fund. 
George  L.  Walker,  executive  secretary,  gave  a  brief 
history  of  the  eight  years  of  the  Fund  and  stated  that 
this  year  had  been  the  best  of  all  in  the  matter  of  collec- 
tions; that  only  three  persons  had  failed  to  redeem  their 
pledges  and  the  total  amount  of  those  three  pledges  was 
just  ^20.  The  secretary  stated  further  that  the  slight 
falling  off  in  the  number  of  contributors  was  accounted 
for  by  the  increased  number  of  younger  Alumni  now 
enrolled  in  educational  institutions  and,  in  consequence, 
not  now  gainfully  employed. 

President  Gammon  was  asked  to  speak;  he  gave  a  full 
and  vigorous  report  on  the  state  of  the  College.  He  paid 
special  tribute  to  Dr.  Warren  White,  Trustees  Frank  S. 
Johns  and  Clarence  Robertson,  and  Alumni  President 
Gardner  for  the  great  help  they  had  been  in  Synod's 
campaign  and  in  the  Alumni  Fund.  Dr.  Gammon  showed 
clearly  the  need  of  larger  amounts  of  money  for  the 
building  needs  (library,  auditorium,  dormitory)  and 
faculty  enlargement.  He  referred  to  a  pleasant  feature 
of  the  past  Home-Coming  in  that  so  many  families  had 
come  to  spend  the  day  on  the  campus.  He  promised 
that  this  feature  would  be  emphasized  at  the  approach- 
ing Home-Coming  on  November  13.  He  likewise  expressed 
encouragement  over  the  plan  to  have  a  large  reunion  of 
classes  next  Commencement.

U.  S.  Attorney  for  Western  District

Mr.  Gilmer  has  been  nominated  to  do  officially  the  work 
which  he  has  been  doing  actually  for  many  years.  He 
has  been  Assistant  United  States  District  Attorney  since 
1934,  and  has  been  Acting  District  Attorney  since  1946, 
while  Mr.  F.  S.  Tavenner  has  been  in  Japan  helping  to 
prosecute  Japanese  war  criminals.  Mr.  Gilmer  graduated 
at  Hampden-Sydney  College  with  the  B.  A.  Degree  in 
1928,  was  graduated  LL.

He 
is  forty-one  years  old,  is  married,  his  wife  being  the 
former  Miss  Mary  Berkeley  Cosby,  of  Lynchburg.  There 
are  two  daughters.

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Opinions  Differ 


One  disadvantage  inherent  in  a  democracy  as  we  have 
it  is  that  disagreement  on  questions  of  national  and 
international  policy  often  arises  among  politicians  and 
people.  Such  a  condition  sometimes  makes  a  consistent 
course  of  action  impossible.  On  the  contrary  when  the 
will  of  a  dictator  decides  the  actions  of  those  who  govern 
as  well  as  those  of  the  governed,  the  ship  of  state  can 
sail  a  straight  course  through  the  troubled  waters  of 
diplomacy.  The  old  Romans  knew  this;  though  the 
usual  form  of  the  government  in  the  earlier  days  was 
that  of  a  republic  of  a  sort,  in  times  of  crisis  and  confu- 
sion it  could  be  changed  in  orderly  fashion  into  a  dicta- 
torship absolute  as  that  of  Russia. 

Just  now  (May  1948)  the  attitude  of  the  United  States 
illustrates  the  disadvantage  mentioned.  Many  thought 
that  the  United  States  through  diplomatic  channels  had 
offered  to  discuss  with  Russia  the  differences  which 
threaten  trouble.  The  supposed  offer  was  accepted  with 
apparent  eagerness.  Our  government  hastened  to  explain 
that  Russia  had  misunderstood  our  position,  that  an 
offer  of  the  supposed  sort  had  not  been  made.  Of  course 
Russia  regarded  this  as  a  rebuff,  and  drew  back  in  stern 
defiance  and  injured  pride.  Opinions  in  regard  to  this 
matter  differ  here  and  abroad. 

Hon.  Burr  P.  Harrison,  '24,  Congressman  from  the 
7th  Virginia  District,  in  an  address  delivered  at  New 
Market,  Va.,  on  May  15,  1948,  anniversary  of  the  famous 
heroic  charge  of  the  V.  M.  I.  Cadets,  an  action  which 
the  orator  called  "one  of  the  few  brief  hours  of  real 
glory,"  eloquently  declared:  "I  would  rather  surrender 
an  ounce  of  sovereignty  than  dedicate  our  lives  and  those 
of  our  children  to  the  god  of  atomic  war."  On  the  same 
day,  Virginia's  U.  S.  Junior  Senator,  Hon.  Willis  A. 
Robertson,  speaking  at  Martinsville,  Va.,  expressed  the 
opinion  that  Soviet  Foreign  Commissar  V.  N.  Molotov, 
had  deliberately  distorted  the  American  note  to  make  it 
appear  that  the  United  States  had  invited  Russia  to 
participate  in  bilateral  talks. 

On  this  matter  opinions  differ  even  in  the  small  staff 
of  The  Record. 


Symposium  on  Vagotomy  for 
Peptic  Ulcers 

Friends  at  Hampden-Sydney  have  received  a  pamphlet 
of  13  pages  with  the  above  title,  a  reprint  from  the 
Bulletin  of  August  1947  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital 
in  Baltimore.  This  is  a  report  made  by  two  young  sur- 
geons— Thomas  Nelson  Page  Johns  and  William  E. 
Grose — of  early  surgical  results  of  43  cases  of  peptic 
ulcer.  The  statement  is  made  that  vagotomy  for  peptic 
ulcer  has  been  performed  on  43  patients  at  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Hospital.  The  first  of  these  operations  was 
performed  just  two  years  ago.  Thus,  sufficient  time  has 
not  passed  to  permit  valid  interpretations.  To  a  layman 
the  writers  of  this  article  seem  to  have  done  a  good 
piece  of  work.  Though  no  decisive  findings  have  been 
recorded,  the  fact  that  this  operation  has  produced 
interesting  "changes  in  a  varied  group  of  cases  would 
seem  to  justify  an  early  report."  The  results  of  the 
operations  were  satisfactory  to  the  patients  themselves; 


all,  with  one  exception,  state  that  they  would  go  through 
the  operation  again  in  view  of  the  post-operative  ex- 
perience, the  objection  of  the  one  man  dissenting  from 
this  opinion  being  "the  many  tubes  and  needles  which 
he  had  to  cope  with  in  the  hospital." 

We  at  Hampden-Sydney  are  especially  interested  be- 
cause Dr.  Johns,  a  B.  A.  of  this  College  of  the  Class  of 
1943,  is  a  son  of  Dr.  Frank  S.  Johns,  '08,  head  of  the 
Surgery  Department  of  the  Johnston-Willis  Hospital  and 
for  years  chairman  of  our  Board  of  Trustees.  Further, 
the  young  surgeon  is  cousin  of  Dr.  William  A.  Johns, 
'30,  a  prominent  and  promising  surgeon — and  is  grandson 
of  the  late  Hon.  Rosewell  Page,  the  popular  V'irginian  of 
"Oakland,"  Hanover  Countv. 


Mr.  Carl  Fleming's  Sons  Posthumously 
Honored 

The  Richmond  News-Leader  of  May  27,  1948,  reported 
that  Mr.  Carl  Fleming,  Class  of  1909,  has  received  a 
Gold  Star  as  a  token  of  respect  for  his  two  sons  who  lost 
their  lives  in  World  War  H.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Carl 
Fleming,  Jr.,  was  shot  down  over  Germany,  March  24, 
1945,  and  Lieutenant  John  W.  Fleming  was  reported 
missing  over  Sardinia,  November  17,  1943.

A  note  recently  received  from  his  mother  says:  "Our  son 
was  killed  .April  9,  1948,  while  dive-bombing  his  plane  fifty  miles  off 
Jacksonville  where  he  was  training.  Body  never  recovered,"  signed 
Mrs.  Leslie  Collins. 

FORD.  As  has  been  previously  reported  in  The  Record,  Lieutenant 
Thomas  Martin  Ford,  Jr.,  '40,  was  a  navigator  in  L'.  S.  .\.  .\ir  Forces, 
and  was  sent  overseas  early  in  1944.

Prepared  for  college  at 
Miss  Ellett's  famous  school,  she  entered  Bryn  Mawr  and  graduated 
there  with  a  brilliant  record  in  1921.  This  gracious  lady  married  Mr. 
Frederic  Robert  Scott  II,  October  11,  1923.  Her  husband  died  in  1930, 
leaving   her  with  two  sons,   Russell   Cecil  Scott  and   Frederic  Robert 
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Scott  III.     The  training  of  these  sons  and  a  multitude  of  civic  and 
religious  duties  filled  her  life  from  that  time. 

For  some  j'ears,  Mrs.  Scott  was  an  invalid  and  a  sufTerer;  but  she 
faced  her  sickness  with  the  calm  courage  of  a  Christian.  The  end  came 
June  4,  1948.  The  editor  of  the  News-Leader  spoke  truly:  "Her  end 
was  worthy  of  her  background,  worthy  of  her  gallant  life."  Besides 
her  brothers,  Dr.  Russell  Cecil,  of  New  York  City,  and  Mr.  James  M. 
Cecil,  a  graduate  in  Hampden-Sydney's  fine  class  of  1910,  Mrs.  Scott 
is  survived  by  her  two  sons,  of  whom,  one  Frederic  Robert  Scott  III, 
is  now  a  student  at  Hampden-Sydney  College. 

GILMOUR.  Rev.  Abram  David  Pollock  Gilmour,  D.  D.,  a  native 
of  Richmond,  Va.,  was  son  of  the  late  Matthew  and  Roberta  Pollock 
Gilmour.  His  death  occurred  in  Leesburg,  Va.,  May  14,  1948.  He 
belonged  to  the  Class  of  1896  at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  receiving 
the  degrees  of  A.  B.  and  A.  i\I.  He  later  graduated  at  Princeton  Theo- 
logical Seminary  and  for  a  time  was  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond,  Va.

EDMUNDS.  William  Morison  Edmunds,  1895,  son  of  the  late 
Henry  W.  Edmunds,  Class  of  i860  of  "Rotherwood,"  and  Mrs.  Harriet 
Venable  Edmunds  of  "Scott  Green,"  died  at  Leesburg,  Fla.,  April  23, 
1948,  aged  about  72  years.  He  was  one  of  the  last  surviving  pupils

Reed  Edmunds,  '04,  of  Leesburg,  Fla. — all  descendants  of  Mr.  Edwin 
Edmunds  and  Mrs.  Maria  Edmunds,  friends  in  a  past  generation  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College. 

GRAY.  William  Alson  Gray,  Class  of  1883,  died  in  Clio,  S.  C, 
April  22,  1948,  aged  87  years.  Son  of  a  practicing  physician,  he  was 
born  in  Halifax  County,  Va.,  which  was  the  home  of  his  youth  and 
early  manhood  where  he  started  his  career  as  a  tabacconist.  Later 
he  moved  to  Mullins,  S.  C,  and  established  and  conducted  the  W.  A. 
Gray  Tobacco  Company.  He  married  Miss  Mary  E.  WiUingham,  of 
Mullins.  He  was  the  father  of  two  sons.  Alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College — Cecil  Robbins  Gray,  '13,  who  died  in  South  Boston,  Va.,  in 
1944,  and  Donnan  E.  Gray,  '17,  of  Durham,  N.  C. — both  veterans  of 
World  War  I.

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Tigers  End  Spirited  Spring  Campaign

Spring  sports  activities  are  a  thing  of  the  past  as  far 
as  1948  is  concerned,  and  with  the  closing  of  the  athletic 
parade  comes  time  for  rejoicing  over  the  victories  won 
and  wailing  over  the  defeats  suffered. 

A  glance  at  the  baseball  season  just  completed  shows 
the  Tigers  'way  behind  in  the  won-lost  column.  Out  of 
fourteen  games  played.  Coach  Proctor's  nine  won  only 
four.  In  Little  Six  competition,  the  Tigers  beat  Roanoke 
and  Bridgewater  each  once,  split  with  Randolph-Macon, 
and  dropped  two  close  ones  to  Lynchburg  for  an  even 
3 — 3     record. 

The  Tigers  opened  with  a  6 — 3  win  over  Medical  College 
of  \'irginia  as  Lefty  Larry  Silbernagel  chalked  up  victory 
number  one  in  a  relief  role.  Hampden-Sydney  blew  the 
next  game  when,  with  two  out  in  the  eighth  and  four 
runs  ahead,  they  allowed  four  Richmond  runs  to  cross 
the  plate  for  a  14 — 12  Spider  victory.  Following  the 
slugfest  at  Richmond,  the  Tigers  suffered  defeat  number 
two  at  the  hands  of  V.  P.  I.,  9 — 4,  before  hitting  the 
win  trail  again  against  Bridgewater,  9 — 8.  Freshman 
Walt  Burnette  received  credit  for  the  win  over  the 
Eagles. 

A  second  meeting  with  the  Medical  College  of  \  irginia 
was  rained  out,  and  Proctor  prepared  for  the  return 
engagement  with  Coach  MacPitt's  charges.  Richmond 
evidently  had  made  some  preparations,  too,  for  the 
Spiders  won,  14 — I.  The  Tigers  then  embarked  on  a 
road  trip  which  netted  a  6 — 3  win  over  Randolph- 
Macon  and  a  heart-breaker  loss  to  the  Quantico  Marines, 
9 — 8.  It  was  in  the  latter  game  that  the  Tigers  amazed 
the  fans  with  a  home  run  exhibition  probably  unequaled 
in  the  history  of  collegiate  baseball.  In  the  fourth  inning, 
Hampden-Sydney's  Captain  Jack  Glascock,  Robert  Os- 
burn  and  Randy  Harrison  poled  three  successive  homers 
on  four  pitched  balls.  Both  second  baseman,  Glascock, 
and  third  sacker,  Osburn,  laid  into  the  first  pitch,  while 
left  fielder,  Harrison,  took  one  pitch  before  sending  the 
second  one  over  the  left  field  fence  300  feet  distant.

The  season's  fourth  and  last  win  came  at  home  with 
the  Roanoke  College  Maroons  as  victims.  Mark  Glas- 
cock, regular  outfielder,  took  his  first  turn  on  the  mound 
for  the  season  and  limited  the  visitors  to  three  bingles 
for  a  10 — o  decision.  Two  setbacks  by  William  and 
Mary,  13 — 3  and  11 — 4,  two  more  to  Lynchburg,  9 — 7 
and  8 — 7,  and  single  losses  to  Randolph-AIacon,  14 — 10, 
and  Virginia,  12 — i,  finished  the  season.  The  game 
scheduled  with  Norfolk  Division  of  William  and  Mary 
was  canceled,  along  with  second  meetings  with  \'.  P.  I., 
Roanoke  and  Bridgewater. 

Although  pitching  was  weak,  the  Tigers  had  their 
share  of  the  hitters,  with  four  men  finishing  well  up  in 
the  state  batting  race.  Bill  Hunter  batted  .429  in  only 
14  appearances  at  the  plate,  while  Osburn  .397,  AI. 
Glascock  .386,  and  J.  Glascock  .382  were  close  be- 
hind with  averages  compiled  over  the  whole  season  of 
play. 

In  track  competition,  the  Tigers  made  a  good  showing 
despite  an  unimpressive  record  in  dual  meets.  Their 
only  win  was  registered  against  Lynchburg  College  by 
the  wide  margin  of  90 — 49.  Losses  incurred  during  the 
season  were  to  Randolph-Macon,  Newport  News  Appren- 
tice School,  and  Norfolk  Division  of  William  and  Marv. 

Coached  by  Morgan  Tiller,  the  thin-clads  were  well 
represented  with  talent  in  both  track  and  field  events, 
but  lack  of  depth  was  responsible  for  the  team's  failure 
in  dual  meets.  The  best  showing  of  the  year  was  made 
at  the  Little  Six  meet,  in  which  Hampden-Sydney  finished 
a  close  second  to  Roanoke  College.  Captain  George 
Bales  set  a  new  Conference  broad  jump  record  during 
that  meet  with  a  leap  of  22  feet,  two  and  five-eighths 
inches.  The  year  before  he  had  set  a  school  record  in 
the  broad  of  22  feet,  six  inches.  Also  in  the  Mason- 
Dixon  meet  in  Washington,  to  which  the  Tigers  sent 
several  men.  Bales  broke  another  record — this  time  in 
the  high  jump.  His  record  leap  was  six  feet,  one-half 
inch. 

On  the  tennis  front,  the  Tigers  emerged  remarkably 
well  considering  the  tough  schedule  they  faced.  Led  by 
Captain  Jimmy  Trinkle  and  Lettermen  Frank  Flora  and 
Dan  West,  Hampden-Sydney  netters  scored  wins  over 
Roanoke  College  twice  and  Randolph-Macon  once.  A 
second  meeting  with  the  Jackets  was  rained  out.  Losses 
were  to  Lynchburg  twice,  \^'ashington  and  Lee  twice, 
\  .  M.  I.  and  Richmond. 

In  golf,  the  Tigers  were  weak  but  the  clubsters  did 
come  through  with  two  wins  in  1 1  engagements  with 
victories  over  Randolph-Macon  and  \.  M.  I.
